Claim Objections 

Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 1 , -for- 
should be inserted after "screw".

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Clark 
(US 2,084,079). Clark discloses a method of making a screw and screw wherein an 
"ultrahigh-strength" steel is cold formed to form an interior engaging member (15, see 
Fig, 3). The stock steel material is considered "ultrahigh-strength" since there is no 
reference value. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Clark as applied to claims 1 and 3 above, and further in view of Snape (US 3,81 1 ,872). 
Clark does not disclose the specific steel alloy of the material. Snape discloses a high- 
strength steel including C, Mo, Ni, Co, Ti, Al and Fe in amounts about whish are within 
or within routine experimentation of the claimed amounts and discloses the steel to be 
useful as fasteners (column 6, line 5-6). At the time the invention was made, it would 
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have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to make the steel used in Clark out 
of the alloy as disclosed in Snape because Snape discloses a superior steel alloy since 
it is both high strength and corrosion resistant (Abstract) and which is suitable for use in 
screws. Snape further disclose the alloy may be cold formed so that it would be 
operable in the method of Clark. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The ASM Handbooks Online disclose the steel alloy as claimed 
to be a "Maraging Steel" which is discloses as being capable of cold working and useful 
as a bolt. The prior art patents are cited as other examples of cold forming a head 
engaging member.
